George Hecker was heard this morning
belng one of the men recently arrested for re-
turning to hin land. He sald he was & rontar
under the Flournoy company, and had 400
nores, 330 under cultivatlon. He pald for this
land 60 conts for the first two years and %1
for the Inst two, He then tald how the police
ecame, and, hitching his horses to his wagons
and binders, threw his personal effécts nto
the wakuns and hanled them off thé reservis
tion., He stayed off ghree or four days, then
moved back, and on Tuesday last he was
avioted again, the deputy United States mar-
Mhal in this case performing the tauking pro-
cons,  Ile stitéd he made repeated efforts o
have the difficulties settled, but Captain Heok
win never In u mood to make a lease.

0. E. Anderson, another of the evieted
men, told the story of hig bélng put off the
reservation in n manner that exclted Intense
Interest, He sald the police flumpiad on him,
took him by Lhe throat, they caught him' by
the arms and legs and threw him into a
wigan and carrivd him off to the agency.

William Herg, n Swede, snid he leaged from
the Flournoy company al $1 per acre for four
years, He was evicted and had nothing now
to Hye on Il he Is deprived of the result of
the harvest

Swan J. Larsen was a partionlarly good
witneas for the Flournoy people. He told
how the Indinn pollce broke his furniture
dishes, etc;, and then directly contradicted
Captaln Beck's statement of the vight before
by atating that Tem Sloan, the lesse clerk
at the aginey, refused to make or permit
to be made a leane of his land through the
agent'a olMles, notwithstanding that he was
rendy to paoy a year's rent (n advance and
had the money to do 1t. He sald he had gone
with the Indian owner of the land to the
Agency, but was met In a brusque manner
and told that his presence at the Wgoney wus
not desired. “And all because | appealid a
cuse from the Justios of the peace whereln
Bloan obtaine] o verdiet on rent to the dis
triot court, for 1 had puld my rent once o
didn't propose to do IL again.'

LITTLE LETTER TO HOKE SMITH,

Tonlght the following was matled

Hon, Hoke Smith, Secretagy of the In-
terlor, Washington, D, .: Dear Sir-Woe
have the honor to inform you that we tele-

raphed you today asking thut no more
onses to be made by Captaln Declk, ngent
of the Omaha and Winnebago Indinns, of
Indinns lands, should be approved untll we
could communicate with vou further with
roference to the miatter, We also urged upon
you to suspend all further evietlons trom
these lands In the interests of Justice o in-
nocent sattlers, whose cropa would be en-
tirely lost to them hy such evictions, and
who would otherwise be greatly damaged
tharesby. ‘T'he whent, onts and rye crops are
now ripe and demand jmmediate harvesting,
und unless this (W specdily done they will
be logt to the owner=. The eviction, there-
fore, of settlers who have been suffered to
l:lllli\'ult! these lands to this time without
any serloud objection upon the part of the
government will result In great datuage to
them and the loss of thelr entire small
grain crops,

The difipulties ot this ngency among set-
tlers and ‘officers of the agency have )
and are of such A character as to attract
wide public attentlon and tp demand some
notion upen our part as represontikives in
congress from this state. We have, there-
fore, been sitting together, ns a boidy, for
threo days, listening to the statemnents of
the settlers, the Indlans and the agent and
others concerned at this place and at the
Omahn and Winonebago ngencies, taking the
sintements in the form ufla-ullmony for the
purpose of Informing ourselves of the truth
af the matters In dispute and pl.-n-lnf; our-
solves In a positlon to act Intelligent
Enitedly at the approaching Fifty-fc
cougress in securing such leglsiation as will
permanently cure the evil now In exist-
enee,

WILL BEND IN THE REPORT.

Wo have caused all statements made to
us to be preserved in shorthand by the offi-
cligl gourt stenographer of the state district
court of the EHighth judicial district, in
which the Omaha and Winnebago reserva-
tlon Ix situnted, o copy of which proceed-
ings will be forwarnded to you an soon as it
can be transceribed.  Without now express-
ing any opinion upon the merits of the ecan-
troversy Letweoen the settlors and the agoeat,
further than the present exigencies of the
pituntion scem to ravire st our hands, we
have to ny that we unite In the conelusion
that the evietion of those whno hold at this
time, under leases not formally approved by
You, and who have planted thelr lands, by
whith the lands they occupy are o be
turned over to new lessees without any
reserviction to them of thelr crops, would
reqult In rank Injustice 1o a large by of
Inw-abiding, honest urd industrious eltizens,
who consclentiously belleve that their leases
are valld, and who have aected In good falth
In what they huve done and are doing, The
evidence shows to our entire satisfaction
that In most instunces such persons have In
good fulth given thelr promissory notes to
secure the rent of the land oCcupled by
them for the entire leasehold perlod, and In
such Instances n second rent hns been ex-
acted of thém for the present veur by their
being required to rent of the rndlun owner
or. of ¥ome other persons ciadming to hold
leases to the same land through the |n-
plrumentality of the ugent,

Ve look upon this as working o very great
Injustice to theso settlers, and in view of
this fact and other Important matters dis-
closed by the testimony we are led to
atrongly urge you to permit these settlers
to harvest and remove thele crops without
further malestation on the part of the
ngent, In the hope that speedy legistation at
the coming session of congress will sutis-
factorily udjust _wll difergnces in justice toa
those cancernad.

BETTLERSE ARE PEACEFLULL,

It Is proper for us to say to you, In view
of reports that may reach yvour office, that
the while Settlors upon these reseryvations
are, as a rule, peacable and law-nbiding
cltizons of the state, and reports which may
reach you to the ¢ffect that lnwlessiness ox-
Ists there should not be held o embrace
the great majority or any constderiable pro-
purtion of the white settlers. Wo are Tully
porsunded that no injustice will be dune 1o
the Intercats of the Indians or the governs
ment by your complying with our request,
while the present course, If persisted in,
must result in great injustice and loss of
woperty to the settlers, for which they will
w remodilesi. In the majority of instancoes
the people ocoupying these lands are poor
and allogether dopendent upon  crops they
may ralic with which to support themselves
and thelr families,  Admitting, for the sake
o argument, that the |eases of the so-called
Flournoy company and others under which
some of these wettlers hold are wvold, yet
we belleve they have acted in g faith,
and by the fallure of the government to
eviet them until their crops had been
danted und practically matured they have
woen led (o belleve thit they would be per-
mitted 1o harvest In peace, and they should
not now be unceremontously evicted to thelr

injury. The government by s eanduct and
the conduct of Its ofMcers I8 morally stopped
from evicting these oltizgens without pocord-

Ing them a full and falr opportunity of re-
moving thelr crops.
ABK FORl AN INVESTIGATION,
We do not now deem 1t advisable to ex-
# any further oplnion on the merits of
his unhappy controversy, other than to
Yy ‘lhul we believe that more toleration
Bhouid be exerclsed on the part of all cone
cernod. In view of the churacter of the
testimony thken by us, wo feel oo "ol
by n high sense of public (duty to urge upon
Lthe department the necessity for an bmme-

BURNED FOUR BUILDINGS,

Fire Dovs Much Donmnge to Property
ut Sheeley Stntion,

farly this morning the vicinity of Sheely
stntion was visited by n blaze which destroyed
property valued In the nelghborhood of §2,500
and $3,000, Two bulldings were totally con-
sumed and two others were so badly damaged
that they will nesd to be completely robulit.

The fire originated in a two-story double
frame store bullding, which stood on the
southwest corner of Twenty-cighth and Wal-
nut streets. This bullding was unoccupled
and consequently no one not'esd the fire until
1t was well under way, When the fire depart-
ment arrived on the scene the bullding was
completely enveloped in fAames and a one-
story frame cottage to the west and two
others on the north slde of Walnut street
were also burning. Several streams of water
were at once turned on, but the fire had
gained such headway that It could not be
checked,

The burning of the store building on the
cornet gave the people in the neighborhood
an opportunity to remove A greater portion
of thelr possessicns before the Aames reached
thelr dwellings, ° Consequently the greater
portion of the loss cuused by the fire Is on
the bulldinge. The greatest loser will be
Doennls Cunningham, who owned the two-
story bullding on the corner, which Was
velued at $1,200. Jack Harmatle, who lives
In a cottage to the west, which he owns,
sustalned a loss of $400 on the bullding and
$100 on his furniture,

Martin Lamotte, who occupled the cot-
tage on the north side of Walnut street, suc-
coeded In removing the lerger part of his
possesslons and sustalned n loss of only 350
Henrey  Miller, who lived next door, was
tqqually fortonate, and lost only $60. Hoth
the bulldings were, however, practically de-
stroyoed, and the loss on them will be al-
maost $1,000, The name of the owner of
these bulldings cculd not be discoversad lasi
night. ‘

1Mo fire seems to have been of Incendiary
crigln, The bullding in which It started
was unoccupied, and has been kept locked,
no one belng allowed admittance,
